wtth President MoKinley to the Sen- 
ate chamber and asked for an executive 
session.

Senator Davis explained the reason for 
the delay in sending the message. He 
said it was due to (the fact that there 
had been some delay In getting Consul 
General Lee and other Americans out 
of Havana, and that more time wa» ab- 
solutely necessary for this purpose. 
Hence the President did not consider ft 
wise or humane to send In the message, 
which might precipitate serious (trouble 
and endanger the lives of these people.

THE EASTERN SITUATION. 


Mr. Balfour Tells the Honse ot Com- 


mons How England Stands. 


LONDON, April 5.—The House of 


Commons was crowded today with peo- 
ple anxious to hear the statement of 
ilr. Balfour, acting Secretary of State 
or Foreign Affairs, on the subject of 
the situation in the Far East. Balfour 
enumerated the concessions obtained 
by Great Britain, namely, that the re- 
gion of the Yang-tse-KIang should not 


alienated by any foreign power; 


that the successor of Sir Robert Hart 
as director of the Chinese imeprial 
maritime customs is to be an English- 
man, 
and that to the inland waters is 


o behad by ships of all nations. 
A fourth concession, Balfonr contin- 


ued, occurred only a day or two ago, 
namely, the opening of three new 
treaty ports, Funing, Yochau and Ohln 
Wang. This, according to Balfour, was 


considerable harvest for two months' 


negotiations. 


Touching upon Wei-hai-wei, Balfour 


said that Russia, having secured Port 
Arthur, on the maritime approach to 
Peking, Great Britain had occupied 
Wei-hai-wei to balance matters. 


"Vel-hal-wel le ithe only port on the 
ulf of Peohili which might balance 
he possession of Port Arthur," said 
Mr. Balfour.

The Senate passed the registry of 


vessels bllL 'senator Waterbouse mov- 
ed to indefinitely postpone. On thte- 
motion he was supported by Senators 
Rice and Kauhane. His motion was 
lost and Senator Baldwin's motion to 
pass the bill at third reading, carried. 
The vote on this motion was the same 
as on the motion to indefinitely post- 
pone. Minister Cooper replied to the 
request of the Senate for all corres- 
pondence with the United States on 
the subject of registry of vessels. The 
Minister read a letter from Minister 
Bewail, sent at tine time of ithe China 
case, asking .for a statement of .the 
position of the Government on the 
subject There was no other corres- 
pondence with a foreign country. Min- 
ister Cooper then stated the condition 
under the present registry law. In 1893 
orders were Issued to consuls to discon- 
tinue Issuing provisional registers. 
There had never been a law to issue 
these registers. In July last, when 
news was received itihat the annexation 
treaty had been sent to the Senate, in- 
structions were sent to the Consul 
General ait San Francisco to communi- 
cate with <tfl» consuls to issue no regis- 
ters. Within a few days he received a 
communication from Minister Hatch 
in Washington advising that instruc- 
tions issue to consuls to the same ef- 
fectMinister Hatch had been approached 
by the Chairman of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Commerce who regretted 
that there was no clause In the an- 
nexation treaty to prevent further 
registration of Hawaiian vessels. Min- 
ister Sewall also communicated with 
the department and had announced 
that he had heard from the Chairman 
of the Commerce Committee catling 
attention to the absence of any regis- 
try regulation in the -treaty. 


Minister Cooper said the policy of 


the Government has been In accord 
with the wishes of the friends of Ha- 
waii. Annexation was by mo means 
assured and it was ill-timed to say 
Hawaii should show her independence. 
If annexation should fail -tihe Republic 
would get enough of independence. 


The emergency bridge and road Wll 


passed third reading, as did also tihe 
House bill defining highways and re- 
oiiiring abutting owners to build side- 


The loan and the special appropria- 


tion ibills .passed second reading. The 
Public Lands Committee reported on 
several items, among which was an 
adverse report on the Diamond Head 
lighthouse. The item of $1600 to com- 
plete the structure was increased by 
$2500 with, directions to .boHd a stone 
or brick foundation, allowing the iron 
supports to stand. An item of $36,000 
was added and sent to the Public 
Lands Committee for a new road on 
Maul 
House bills relating to the disposi- 


tion of the school tax, the duty on 
sake and claims against real estate 
passed first reading, the last named 
going to the Printing Committee. 


At 11:46 the Senate adjourned 


HOUSE. 


Rep. Robertson reported for the Ju- 


diciary Committee, on House Bill 66, 
amending Chapter 9 of the Penal Code 
as follows: 


"The only amendment contained In 


the bill to the existing law, is to add 
after the word "imprisonment" the 
words "at ihard labor." We find that 
imprisonment without labor is a rare 
provision in our laws, inconsistent with 
the present system of criminal admin- 
istration, and believe that omission 
from the Penal Code of the words sup- 
plied by this bill was an accident. 


Laid on the table 4o be considered

ards introduced the following resolu- 
tion:

their stock from being impounded. 


"Further, experience shows that cat- 


tle frequently work their way through 
the fences, and should they do so with 
this bill in force as law they be taken 
up and impounded to the inconvenience 
and expense of the owners, notwith- 
standing there is no harm done to any 
body. 


'Awhile it is well enough to have 


such a law for papulous towns, we see 
no goo* reason for extending it to pas- 
toral districts." 


The minority report was of the same

DIED ABOARD SHIP. 


A Young Priest Succumbs En 


Route to the Hospital. 


Just after leaving Lahaina yesterday 


morning, Father Aloysius Lorteau, a 
priest of the Order of the Sacred Heart 
died on the Mauna Loa. He was only 
26 years of age, and his work was just 
beginning to tell. 


Father Aloysius came here two and 


one-half years ago. He was a devout 
novitiate, and went to Hllo immedi- 
ately, after his arrival, to spend a year 
in deep study. He then returned to 
Honolulu, was ordained and sent to 
Honaunau in South Koua, there to 
work among the people. He did well 
and gained many friends. A year ago 
lie preached a sermon here in native. 


His health began to fail him a short 


time ago, and an attack of pneumonia 
coming on, he was ordered to the hos- 
pital in Honolulu, He died as al- 
ready detailed. Father Victor, who ac- 
companied him, was by his side when 
the last spark of life disappeared. 


Upon arrival, the body was placed in 


charge of undertaker Ed. A. Williams 
The funeral will take place from the 
Catholic cathedral this morning. 


At 8 a. m. there will be a high re- 


quiem mass by the bishop.

THE WAE SITUATION. 


While war. between Spain and the 


United States appears to he Inevitable, 
President MoKinley intends to avoid 
it to possible. He withholds his mes- 
sage to Congress, in order to keep the 
matter In his own hands. He evidently 
hopes that at the last moment Spain, 
convinced of the certainty of war, un- 
less she yields, will oonsemt to the in- 
dependence of Cuba on term* This 
«n«y happen, but appears to be improb- 
able. The moment tine President sends 
his message to Congress, he virtually 
gives to that body the responsibility of 
declaring offensive action. -Amd Con- 
gress is prepared to act The dispatch- 
es Indicate that it Is even disposed to 
allow the President to act on his own 
Judgment 


The only possible escape from im- 


mediate :wjar, is an armistice, which it 
will be dHaeult to obtain, or the yield- 
ing of Spain which is possible, but im- 
probable. Still this may~be the "unex- 
pected" at the last moment 


KTERNATIONAL 
INTERVENTION. 


The grounds upon which a nation in- 


tervenes forcibly in the affairs of an- 
other nation, are the protection of the 
Intervening nation from imminent dan- 
ger; the need of protecting the state 
interfered with ftom Imminent dan- 
gar; tie protection of treaty rights; the 
request of another nation for interven- 
tion; the preservation of the balance of 
power; interference to suppress revolu- 
tion, and 
humanity. 


Upon this ground of humanity main- 


ly, It Is believed that President Mc- 
Klnley will recommend to Congress an 
active interference in Cuban matters, 
If he does make any positive recom- 
mendations. 


The writers on International Law do 


siot regard with much favor Interfer- 
ence on the ground of humanity, as it 
opens the door to much abuse. During 
the American civil war, upon very ex- 
aggerated reports being* received in 


from the (battlefields of the 


federals and Confederates, suggestions 
•were made in Parliament to the Gov- 
ernment that it inerfere in the inter- 
ests of humanity. It was for a time, 
generally believed in Great Britain that 
the Federal soldiers were guilty of the 


abominable- atrocities. 


In 1827 Great Britain, France and 


BnsBla interfered on behalf of the 
Greeks, who were being cruelly exter- 
minated by the Turks. Even the Unit- 
ed States, under the eloquence of 
Henry Clay in the American Senate, 
•were disposed to join in the inter- 
vention. 


The Great Powers intervened again 


in 1860, and stopped the prosecutions 


massacre of Christians in- the dis- 


trict of Mount Lebanon. 


AH of these interventions though 


not strictly legal, had a moral Justi- 
fication, and the public opinion of the 
•world approved of them. 


In 1861 England and Spain undertook 


to intervene to the affairs of Mexico, 
OB the ground that Mexico refused to 


British and Spanish creditors. But 


when it was apparent that Napoleon 
in. was using their intervention to 
strengthen (he cause of Imperialism, 
they withdrew their forces, and this, 


the deaiaration of the United 


Kates, that the Monroe doctrine must 
twt respected by the French, caused the 
downfall and death of MaHmillian. 


The application of the doctrine of in- 


loeas *&»t whfct the Mexicans need 
He knows tost if left to tfcemeelves 
they will make stow progress. He, 
therefore, under a Kepubllean form of 
government, exercises, nearly If no 
entirely, an absolute despotism. 


When a community is drifting abou 


and has lost Its bearings on labor an< 
Industrial problems a benevolent des- 


.A'PRSTL 16, 1898. pot may be Providential. It was thi 


benevolent despotism of Napoleon I 
that created the great sugar beet in 
dustry of Prance. He knew that hi 
Parliament was not equal to the task 
of managing it. So he took it into hi 
own hands. 


Napoleno in. finding in 1861, that the 


oyster industry of France was in dan 
ger of destruction from the want of in 
telligent management on the part o 
tbe oystermen, undertook to enforce 
some benevolent despotism. The oys 
ter supply of the bay of Marennes de- 
creased from 80,000,000 per year to 3, 
000,000. The fishermen were In dis 
pair. The Emperor sent a scientist to 
tie United States, who carefully stu- 
died the oyster beds of that country 
He made his report and recommended 
a novel method of propagating oysters 
It was at once put in operation. The 
fishermen waited years for results. The 
benevolent despot extended the plan to 
all of the oyster beds. In about 20 years 
the Industry was restored and the sup- 
ply is now equal to the increasing de- 
mands of the markets. Benevolent des- 
pots have their high uses. 


Perhaps it Is our destiny to drift 


along like Abe people of the British 
West Indies, and if an industrial cala- 
mity hurts us, we can humbly say with 
the Turk who is a fatalist, "Kismet" 
It is our fate. 


Even under democratic institutions, 


the value of despotism in organization 
is common, if not aibsolutely necessary, 
in the highly successful private enter- 
prises. The men who manage great 
railway corporations, great Insurance 
companies, great banks, great indus- 
trial enterprises are apd must be des- 
pots. In a multitude of ignorant coun- 
sellors there is-always foolishness, One 
well equipped man, with the gift of 
organization, and with executive pow- 
er is worth a hundred men, who do not 
(have these gifts.

ABRAHAM LINCOLN. 


(From Thursday's Daily.) 


This day Is the anniversary of the 


day on which Abraham Lincoln was 
assassinated in 1865. 


There can be no better commemora- 


tion of it than, by repeating an extract 
from a speech delivered in the Spanish 
Cortes, by Castellar, on the question of 
the emancipation of the slaves under 
Spanish rule. It is regarded by some 
as one of the choicest specimens of 
rhetoric in all literature, In, its de- 
scription of Lincoln's career: 


"I beg that you will pause a moment 


to consider the man who cleansed this 
terrible stain which obscured tie stars 
of the American banner. I beg that 
you will pause a moment, for his im- 
mortal name has been Invoked for the 
perpetuation of slavery. Ah! the past 
century has not, the century to come 
will not have a figure so grand, toe- 
cause as evil disappears, so also disap- 
pears 'heroism. I have often contemplat- 
ed and described his life. Born in a cab- 
in of (Kentucky, of parents who could 
hardly read; born a new Moaes in the 
solitude of the desert, where are forged 
all great obstinate thoughts, monoton- 
ous like the desert, and IFfce the desert 
edbUme; growing up among (those pri- 
meval forests, which with their frag- 
rance, send a cloud of incense, and 
with their murmurs a cloud of prayers 
to heaven; a boatman at eight years 
in the Impetuous current of the Ohio, 
and at seventeen in the vast and tran- 
quil waters of tie Mississippi, later a 
woodman with ax and arm felling the 
immemorial trees to open a way to un- 
explored regions for bis tribe of wan- 
dering workers; reading no other book 
than tbe &bl», the book of great sor- 
rows and great hopes, dictated often by 
prophets to the sound ot fetters they 
dragged throuph Nineveh and Baby- 
lon, a child of nature, by one of those 
miracles only comprehensible among a 
free people he fought for the countrv

One of the model biographies of 


dern times is that of Iflncoln -written 
by his law partner, Herndon, It is the 
simple story of his 'life, presenting his 
defects and virtues, presenting even 
the ugly facts of his life, as well as 
those which entitle him to the conse- 
cration in history which Castellar 
gives to him. Many biographies of the 
unreal Lincoln have been written, of 
the supernatural hero, who seemed to 
be without human passions. These bio- 
graphies provoked Ruskin to say with 
a sneer: "The lives in which the pub- 
ic are interested are hardly ever worth 
writing." This of Herndon's (to be 
found in the Library) is the one that 
should be placed before children. 


Ten days before the assassination, 


the writer met Wllkes Booth on the 
corner of Fiflth avenue and 10th street, 
New York City. He was engaged in 
conversation with the daughter of a 
prominent Republican Senator.

The complications of modern com-

For if tbe 
merchandise of a powerful neutral na- 
tion is condemned as contraband, the 
neutral nation may be involved in a 
war to protect Its own citizens, on the 
ground that the condemnatin is un- 
just and oppressive.

"CONTRABAND OF WAE." 


Articles contraband are those which 
re directly and immediately used in 
war, such as arms, ammunition, naval 
tores. But every article used by fight- 
ng men, such as food, clothing, match- 
es, contribute more or less to aid in 
rosecuting war, 
so that it becomes 


more difficult as the art of war develop- 
es to define strictly what things are 
<eally contraband. So long as vessels 
moved by wind, and not by steam, coal 
was not held to be contraband. At pre- 
ent every war vessel would be help- 
ess without it,so It is now regarded as 
contraband, if It is to be used for 
war purposes, but the nations are not 
greed about K. The United States 


and England hold that It Is "occasional 
contraband," that is, if it is to be sold 
or war purposes, it is contraband, and 
f not, then there is no violation of 
.eutrality in selling it to a belligerent 
But Prances declares that coal is not 
contraband. Some other States, inclnd- 
ng Russia, take the same view. So 
hat there is really no agreement of a 
general character. Hawaii, as a neu- 
ral State, could not permit the sale of 
powder and guns to either of the belli- 
gerents, but she could, if she adopted 
lie British and American rules, allow 
quantity of coal to be sold to a war- 


ship, sufficient to take her home, or to 


nafiher port. 
There is much difference of opinion 
Iso among the nations, as to the char- 
icter of food. If It is being carried di- 
rectly to a navy or garrison, it may be 
egarded as contraband 
If it is being 


transported for the consumption of 
son-combatants, it is not The French, 
luring their war with the Chinese, de- 
lared that rice was contraband. Aft- 
irwards they abandoned the claim Thft 
British courts once declared cheese to 
>e contraband, when, it was being 
taken directly to the port of Brest, to 
be used by the French army 


It Is generally conceded that the 


subject* of a neutral State may *e'.l j ^^^ 


•which can be done only by annnexa- 
tion, through an act of Congress. Sec- 
ondly, there can be no occupation of 
these Islands, for war purposes, by the 
forces of the United States, without the 
consent of Hawaii. If that consent is 
given, Hawaii becomes hostile territory 
to Spain. She 'will not be a part of the 
United States, tout at the same time 
liable to a Spanish attack. A neutral 
may join with a belligerent, if she 
chooses, but she becomes then a part 
of the belligerent territory, for war 
purposes. 
Should this consent be 


given, the Spanish war vessels, now at 
the Carolines, would have the right to 
attack Hilo or Lahaina. 


It would be a singular act for the 


United States forces to occupy the Isl- 
ands for strategic purposes only, with- 
out annexation If the Islands are de- 
sirable, as a strategic npint, Congress 
can annex them in a day. If they are 
not, then there is no reason for "rais- 
ing the flag" or making any occupa- 
tion. 


If the President as commander of the 


navy, orders an occupation, even with 
the consent of Hawaii, he cannot raise 
the flag, excepting in Pearl harbor. He 
need not take any extreme and doubt- 
ful'measures. Congress is in session. 
We wish Indeed that the occupation 
wo^ld take place, but the flag will not 
go up, until some definite course re- 
garding annexation- is taken.

Judge Thomas Smith, <who has been 


making a brief visit to the Islands, 
expects to return to the States by the 
Rio, leaving this afternoon. For. four 
years Judge Smith, who Is an able 
jurist and accomplished scholar has 
been one of the most prominent men 
In his country. He .was .placed at the 
head cf the .bench In the Territory of 
New Mexico when a man of peculiar 
qualification was needed tor the post 
There had been in that country such a 
reign of lawlessness that courts were 
defied by a powerful element. In some 
counties and towns the desperadoes 
had the sympathy and often the co- 
operation of the executive officers <ot 
fihe law. In Col. Smith, a Virginian, 
was found a man to cope with the 
situation. He *ad to be utterly fear- 
less, absolutely Impartial, well schooled 
In the practice of law and of the firm- 
est and highest Judicial turn of mind. 
In the period- of four years there was 
made by this appointed Chief Justice 
such a record as It rarely falls to the 
lot of one man to malke. 'He Changed 
the life of the Territory. The cbarac- 
iter and extent of his remarkable work 
Is shown by -the following editorial 
from, the Las Vegas, N. M. Optic news- 
paper, given the morning after a grand 
farewell banquet tendered to the jus- 
tice: 


~As appears in locals today, Judge 


Thomas Smith, retiring chief justice 
of Mew Mexico, was tendered last even- 
ing a farewell banquet by the citizens 
of 'Las Vegas. 


The Opttc feels -that It would be de- 


relict in duty, did it not take this oc- 
casion to voice the sentiment of the' 
entire community, and we believe the 
sentiments of the better elements of 
all New Mexico, in approval of Judge 
Smith's administration as the ehtef 
justice of -this Territory?. 


No man has ever occupied the po- 


sition of Judge of this judicial district, 
bo whom the people bear a debt of 
deeper gratitude. When the came to 
the -bench, a little more than four 
ye&rs ago, there reigned confusion 
worse confounded, in all this section 
of New (Mexico. Life nor property was 
secure. Red-tanned .perpetraftora of 
outrage were banded together in wejl 
known organizations defying taw and 
terrorizing the community. No -main 
could call his life his own, and he 
held Ws property only so long as some 
stronger or more cunning man did not 
wish to take it As a feeble resistance 
+o this tate of affairs, an atrocious 
murderer had been swung to a tele- 
graph pole in the principal street of 
East Las Vegas; but the general feel- 
ing was that his death bad been ac- 
complished by those who feared his 
confessions on trial, rather than by 
an outraged community demanding a 
life for life. Pence cutting, barn burn- 
ing, cattle stealing, midnight assassin- 
ations—-these were the things which 
characterized north-eastern New 'Mex- 
ico generally, and San Miguel county 
(particularly. Of course, capital with- 
drew, property was put upon the mar- 
ket regardless of value, visitors ceased 
to arrive, taxes were not paid, and the 
darkest night of depression settled up- 
on this section, known since the occu- 
pancy of New Mexico by American do- 
mination. 


How is R now? Everything has 


changed. Law and order abound. Un- 
lawful organizations have been aban- 
doned. Perpetrators of outrage steep 
In the grave or wear the penitentiary 
stripe. Life and property are as safe 
ta this section of New Mexico as in 
the most favored portions of tine pop- 
ulous east. The tide of prosperity has 
again set our way. Capital is returning 
to its accustomed haunts. No man 
fears for his life or his possessions 
And all this >haa been accomplished 
wkihin the narrow bounds of four 
consecutive years. And now has this 
change been wrought? 


New Mexico has had a chief justice 


who, in his official capattf ty, ihas known 
no friends and feared no enemies, who 
knew his duty and (knowing dared per- 
form, who made tbe law a terror to 
evil doers, who required the discharge 
of his whole duty from ervery county 
and court official, from every Juror 
and every witness. 


Such, lias been Judge Tawrmas Smith, 


to whom this section of New Mexico 
laet night showed Its appreciation of a 
boundless debt of gratitude.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the Republic of Haicaii: 


SECTION 1. Section 1 of an Act entitled "An Act to extend 


certain streets in the District of Honolulu approved May 
27th, 1896," la hereby amended so as to read as follows:

the Island of Oahu now. known as Fort, Kukui, Vineyard, 
; Kuakini, Bates, Pensacola, Mililani, Queen and Young streets 
shall be extended as hereinafter set forth, at such times as 
the Executive Council shall decide according to the respec- 
tive surveys for such extension thereof in the schedule here- 
unto annexed, anything in this Act entitled, 'An Act to 
provide for the opening, improving and enclosing of high- 
ways,' approved Dec. 19th, 1892, to the contrary "notwith- 
standing. And' whenever the Executive Council shall deem 
it desirable for the public convenience so to extend the said 
streets or any of them as aforesaid, it may cause the same 
to be done after requiring the damages and betterments 
which such extension or extensions will cause in private real 
estate effected thereby to be appraised according to the pro-

Grace of Honolulu Writes 


From Ma. 


HE US WORKING ON A CLAIM 


Hopes tolFlnd the Cold-Tells or 


Dog Teams-Days of But Three 


Houra-Flour $25O & Sack. 


There came by the last Coast mail a 


letter from Frank Grace, the Honolulu 
young mam who is seeking fortune In 
the frozen north. Frank Grace left 
San Francisco for Alaska with two 
other former residents of Honolulu, 
about eight months ago. The first let- 
ter received from the young man told 
a little of the journey and something 
of the 'heavy and trying climate. The 
second letter, dated at the same town 
as the first—Rampart City—was writ- 
ten November 28th, of last year, Mr. 
Grace says: 


"As there is a possibility of a mail 


getting out over the pass, I write you 
these few words, to let you know that 
I am In excellent spirits and good 
health, and hopeful for the future. 


"It is pretty cold here now. It is 40 


degrees below zero and getting colder 
every day. We expect to see It 70 de- 
gress ibelow, (before the winter is over. 
Several of tihe men have been frost- 
bitten, but I seem to stand the cold 
quite well. 


"I 'have been prospecting for the past 


month, but so far, have not found any- 
thing. Perhaps I may be fortunate 
enough to strike a paying claim before 
long. There Is plenty of gold in this 
country, if one appears to touch the 
right spot 


"Times look very Ibad up at Dawson 


now. Flour is quoted at $250 a sack 
and the reports are that it cannot be 
bad even for that enormous amount 
TV>ur men arrived in (here yesterday 
from Dawson. They told us that more 
than one man would perish from star- 
vation at Dawson before the winter 
ended and from what they say on the 
short food supply, it is easy to believe 
their predictions of hardship and suf- 
fering and death. We have plenty of 
food at this place—that is enough to 
last us all till the first steamer comes 
iu the summer. We are better situated 
at this camp than the people of almost 
any other community In the whole of 
Alaska away from the old coast towns. 


"This is quite a change from Hono- 


lulu for us who had lived in the Isl- 
ands. We ihave had three months -of 
snow already and it will not be all 
gone for six months to come. The 
actual summer is never more than 
three and sometimes at the beginning 
and ending of the three months there 
are severe storms. 


"Yesterday I came in from the gulch 


where I am prospecting. The place is 
16 miles from Rampart City and I had 
to move lively to keep warm. 


"It will take this letter three months 


to reach you, at least Our mail has 
to be carried 1,200 miles by dog team 
before it reaches Jueaun, where there 
is connection with steamers 


"The dogs sued so extensively and 


generally for hauling up here, are re- 
markable creatures 
A team of four of 


them can pull a load of 500 pound on a 
sleigh all day long without any trouble 
at all. I have used sometimes a team 
of the dogs in going to the gulch for 
prospecting work. It seemed odd in- 
deed to me to be using dogs and driv- 
ing them, after having all my life been 
accustomed to horses The dogs stand 
the work much better than any one 
•would think they could 


"The days are getting short here 


now 
Daylight comes at 9 a, m and 


ceases at 3 30 p, m , eo you see we have 
considerable darkness 
By December 


21st the days will be onlv two hours 
long It is difficult at first to keep any 
track at all of the time 
Your sleep- 


ing and eaUng and working hours &eem 
40 be all crooked and unle=^ you can 
Interest yourself in something right 
along, the nig-ht seems like a whole 
week 
We have not &een The sun for 


a full month now and do not expect to

washiouse. 


At the Asylum proper, the party was 


met by Superintendent Cutter, who 
showed the members over the grounds 
and buildings
